COMPANY HBFUBK TO PAT OP—DOYLBSEOWH 


ON TUB lOOK-OCT FOR "HOKE" SMITH. 


A brief session of cuurt for the transaction 


of miscellaneous business wna held on Mon- 
day, iit which several jniittei-s of special in- 
terest to Bristol residents came up. One re- 
lated to the Beulciiicut of the affairs of the 
lato East Pmin Traction Company, now de- 
ceased. The officers of this company were 
saddled with pretty heavy costs about ayear 
ago, growing out of the Morrisville and 
Yardley nuisance and other litigation, and 
not caring to bear the burden alone they 
called upou some of the stockholders to 
iat\si them, 
subsequently 
bringing suit 


against theui to compel tberu to pay their 
share of the costs. 
Many of the stockholders 


responded to the appeal, but others declined 
to pony up. They paid no attention to the 
matter, so on Monday a judgment pro con-' 
fesso was tnkeu. 
Tho stockholders against 


whom judgment was obtained in the manner 
described are Malcolm A. Buckuiau, A. P. 
Leuthermau,- George .W. Wright, M. K. 
Knight, Vivian Potts, Richard Diugee, I. II. 
Martin, Spencer B. Hibbs, L. L. White, E. 
W. Melonoy, I. II. Smith, A. F. Cleaver, 
Joseph P. Carver, W. R. Bowlby, George H. 
lierwig and George Doron. 


Judge Yerkes touched upon a matter of 


general interest when a petition was pre- 
sented to him asking for the appointment of 
a commission iu luttacy in a case in the up- 
per end of the county. The Court made this 
petition the text for a discourse upon the 
subject of such investigations. Judge Yerkes 
said that nearly every subject examined by 
commissions was returned a lunatic, and the 
frequency of the cases was sufficient to war- 
rant the suspicion that those making appli- 
cations had, iu some instances, determined 
that the State Hospital was a convenient 
liomo for their uiiiortuuatc relatives, who 
bad become a burden to them. The Court 
feared that people who were but slightly de- 
ranged had been disposed of in this way. 
It 


was not intended that merely weak-minded 
persons should be restrained iu the hospital. 
It is for the purpose of confining those whose 
condition is such that their own welfare and 
that of others makes it desirable that they 
should be placed under restraint. Commis- 
sions in lunacy should not perform their 
duties iu a perfunctory manner, but inquire 
carefully iato each case, the Court said. 
Judge Yerkes added thatjie would also take 
the precaution to appoint physicians other 
than those iu attendance upon the subject of 
the inquisition. This matter was discussed 
iu the local press a year ago, when the fre- 
quency of the cases was startling, but the 
records show that they have fallen of nearly 
50 per cent, iu the past twelve months. 


The Court called attention to the case of 


William S, Wright, of Bristol, member of the 
Bar, against whoiu charges of embezzlement 
liave been preferred by his associates at the 
Bar. Judge Yerkes wanted to know what 
liad become of the case. It was stated by 
Henry Lear, Esq , Wright's counsel, that the 
utter desired to be heard, whereupon Judge 
Yerkes granted him until the next tern, oi 
court to file an answer. 


An incident that piospective candidates 


for borough and towuslsip ofh'ces would do 
well to consider occurred when a petition for 
-he appointment of a tax collector in Silver- 
dale borough was presented. It appeared 
that the petitioner had been duly elected to 
the office, but had failed to be properly qual- 
ified. Judge Yerkes said this was getting to 
be a common practice in the county, and be 
rave notice that hereafter when citizens 
elected to office did not regard the matter of 
sufficient importance to conform to the for- 
mality proscribed before they can enter upon 
heir duties, the Court would not assist them, 
as there was every reason to believe that this 
same negligent attitude would be continued 
while in the performance of those duties.. 
The petition from Silverdale was turned 
down, the Court stating (.hat-it would ap- 
point any capable man rather than the one 
elected. 
'_ 


The contest for the nomination of State 


Senator, in which Hon. Hampton W. Rice 
and Hon. Harry J. Shoemaker are the 
aspirants, is warming up a little. The cir- 
cular letter of Mr. Rice's friends baa been 
followed with a similar letter from Mr. 
Shoemaker's friends. 
Each letter enumer- 


ates" the admirable qualifications of the re- 
spective candidates for the office they seek, 
and each is especially directed to the farmer. 
Whether this method of campaigning is a de- 
sirable adjunct to a personal canvass among 
the voters is a question that cannot well be 
determined in this instance, as each candi- 
date has adopted the plan. 


The people in this section of the county 


are awaiting the advent of "Hoke" Smith 
with considerable interest. They have heard 
so much about Mr. Smith and his dashing 
style of conducting his campaign that they 
would like to obtain a closer view of the 
stirring Bristolian. , The news that Mr. 
Smith had departed from Bristol upon a 
wheel and accompanied by a brass baud has 
increased public curiosity in regard I o his 
personality. The Doylestown Fife and Drum 
Corps, a new organization, has temporarily 
abandoned practice, for at the sound of the 
music somebody is surb to exclaim, "Hur- 
rah! 
There conies 'Hoke' Smith!" 


There is a matter still pending in relation 


to the movement to introduce a new and im- 
proved system of nominating candidates in 
this county which needs attention. Even 
though the subject be referred to a commit- 
tee to devise a new system it will be import- 
ant to aee that such a committee is appoint- 
ed. If there is to be any opposition to this 
plan it will need votes to carry it through, 
and therefore the friends of reform should 
be on hand to insist that such a committee 
be appointed. Otherwise the whole project 
will come to naught. The matter means 
work, and should not be allowed to go by de- 
fault after public interest has been aroused 
to the extent that it has at present. The 
friends of the movement will need to keep 
hammering away until the day of the con- 
vention. 
The Republicans of Doylestown 


were very much gratified torsee the interest 
displayed in the movement by the voters of 
Bristol, whose views were set forth in the 
last issue of the GAZETTR. Such an exhibi- 
tion of interest is encouraging all around. 


MORRISVILLE. 


MOHRISVILLE'S STREETS—THE WATEH 


WORKS A FLOURISHING INSTITUTION—BURG 
LARS PLY THEIR TRADE IN THE BOROUGH— 
SMITH 8TH.EET IN NEED OF UEI'AIR. 
A casual observer has but to take a few 


moments' walk through the various streets 
of the borough to notice the weeds and iu 
numerous places the underbrush that have 
grown up to a considerable height: Al 
though the summer season is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close, when this nuisance will grad- 
ually diminish by its decay, it is neverthe- 
less gratifying to learn that action is being 
taken by Council to enforce the speedy 
abolition of this nuisance. . A beginning has 
been made, and property owners .on Green 
street," east of Bank street, that is those 
properties which were formerly included 
in the old Morrisville Grove,Association, are 
receiving notices to have their sidewalks 
put in a passable condition by the destruc- 
tion of the weeds that have so thickly grown 
up. 
Not only has there been an abundant 


growth of weeds on the pavements, but the 
land itself is a wilderness of underbrush. 
The wild locust is gaining giant proportions. 
This is only an instance cited to draw the 
attention of the gentle reader to numerous 
other places, at which similar negligence on 
the part of the owners is being displayed. 


While iu tie most prominent thorough- 


fares of the borough there is at this season 
of the year a display of the ugly weeds, and 
iu many places thriving before the door of 
the owner or tenant, there ifi no place with- 
in its limits where there is such chaotic dis- 
play of wilderness as on those unseated lots 
that were formerly owned by and comprised 
the property of the aforementioned associa- 
tion. Year by year these thickets have been 
given their freedom of growth, and they, 
have grown and spread so rapidly until they 
have almost reached the height of a house. 
Perchance, some may say it is not so im- 
portant to keep the weeds and underbrush 
cut down in isolated places not yet built up 
and where no streets are laid out with es- 
tablished grades as it is on the populated 
thoroughfares. 
This in one sense is true, 


but if we are to beautify and add to the at- 
ractiveuess of the community wherein we 
live we ought to expand our views, and by 
aiding aa much aa possible with our indi- 
vidual efforts to increase its growth and 
prosperity in all places within its limits. 
Action was, therefore, taken by Council at 
its last meeting on the cutting down, so 
far as the lines of streets are concerned, the 
underbrush in the old grove. After this is 
done it is expected that prompt and similar 
action will be taken on the part of the own- 
ers in cutting down the nuisance on their 
respective lots, 


Ever since the iuoipienoy cf the water 


works in 1894 a gradual increased consump-. 
tion of water has taken place. At no time 
within the history of the works has the con- 
sumption been so large as during the past 
rnoi;th of July, when over 3,000,000 gallons 
were consumed, or en average of 100,000 
gallons a day. 
The present pumping~ca- 


pacity of the works is sufficient to give a 
supply of ten times the present daily con- 
sumption. The plant is one of the best in- 
vestments the borough has yet had, and al- 
though it is still in its infancy the receipts 
have increased sufficiently to pay the oper- 
ating expenses. For the payment of the in- 
terest on bonds and their liquidation pro- 
vision has been made by law by the pay- 
ment of taxes. The governmental analysis 
recently made presents a good report on the 
jurity of the water.

between the railroad tracks and the grain 
elevator. Since the raising of the street 
grade the pavement lies BO much lower that 
with every hard rain there is a representa- 
tion of a miniature lake, which compels 
pedestrians to. take for a short distance the 
middle of the street. The Street Committee 


begun to take energetic steps to bring 


about an improvement at this place by noti- 
fying the two property owners to raise the 
pavement and build a gutter in accordance 
with the established grade, so that the water 
can freely pass away.

CCUHTY MEETINGS. 


No fair-minded citizen, who has care 


fully considered the matter in all its phases 
and who has the welfare of the party a 
heart, will endeavor to perpetuate the rstlei 
which now govern the Republican party in 
Bucks county.

vention system which cannot be thrust aside 
by the advocates of its retention. 
Under 


the preient rules three-fourths of the voters in 
Bucki are dufranchiteii. 
An overwhelming 


majority is not able to participate in the 
nominating 
proceedings. 
If any 
man 


declares that 
this is a correct_ method 


he is either a knave or a blockhead. 
honest argument can be used in defense o 
the mass convention. If the system work 
ed as it is intended upon its face—a con 
venfion 
of all the 
voters—it would be 


abandoned 
immediately. 
The system 
ii 


abominable and must be dispensed with 
Aside from the fact that such conventions are 
clearly non-representative meet ings,-the sys 
tern is tinctuted with barbaric features anc 
permits of tho grossest fraud being prac 
ticod. 
The districts assemble in groups 


under different trees ia the court house 
yard, and frequently the members of one 
district slip troin one to the other and are 
counted soveial times. This is only a minor 
instance of the opportunities afforded to 
practice fraud under the primitive system. 


The crowd is never anything more than 


a mob and is never subject to order. 
It 


impossible to transact any business other 
than nominating candidates. Debates are 
impossible. 
Resolutions have to be referred 


to a committee without debate. The advo- 
cates of the present system do not want any 
business transacted at these meetings, other 
than the nomination of candidates. It has 
been of material advantage to the machine 
which has btea solo manipulator of the po- 
litical affairs of the party, to have prospective 
candidates come to them and sue for per- 
mission to run for an office. 


Mr. Gwiimer, of Taylorsville, who wants 


no change unless it is made to the Craw- 
ford system, is hasty and petulant. Per- 
sonally he may be in a position to go to 
Doylestown whenever he may desire, lie 
is fortunate. But as we arc of the opinion 
that Mr, Gwinner is really an honest man, 
and has no desire to deprive hundreds ol 
the wage earners of Bristol and thousands 
of other voters in the county of a right to 
vote, we cannot understand why he will 
persist in attempting to argue that there is 
virtue in the mass convention system. 


The Crawford system is apparently a good 


system. It i>i certainly a thousandfold more 
preferable than the thing we have. A sys- 
tem combining the cardinal principle of the 
Crawford 
with other systems might be 


easily arranged for Bucks county. 


It has been thought advisable to have the 


next convention appoint a committee to draft 
a set of now rules, the committee to report at 
the following county meeting. By this means 
it will be possible for this committee to give 
the matter careful thought, and it can select 
from the different systems in vogue somet hing 
which will undoubtedly suit this county. This 
s the best and safest plan. It is not advis- 
able to rush in and adopt something which 
will only prove to be undesirable, 
thereby 


causing a relapse into the old mass system and 
there remain forever a forceful argument 
against the desirability of a change. 


The proper procedure will be to appoint 


such a commit tee which will have ample time 
o weigh each point, and the final result will 
assuredly be acceptable to the Republican 


oters of the county. 
It will take votes at the convention to have 


such a committee appointed. Every Repub- 
lican who can possibly spare the time and 
stand the expense should be there. 


Colonel Stone will command practically 


the entire support of the Republican party. 
Dr. Swallow will poll the full Prohibition 
vote and will' also itake serious inroads 
into the Democratic ranks. A great many 
Democrats who are dissatisfied with the 
Jenks nomination will vote for Swallow in 
preference to coming over to their old an- 
tagonists, the Republicans. 


The Nevrtown Enterprise Bays there was a 


meeting held in Bristol of the self-appointed 
bosses of this county, at which the personnel 
of the county ticket to be nominated in Sep- 
tember was decided upon. If the Enterprise 
does not favor such a practice, why does it not 
advocate a change in the Republican rules, 
which will curtail the power of the "bosses" 
to dictate nominations. Editor Church is 
silent upon this proposition of needed re- 
form. 


Freaky Kansas is always on the alert and 


does not propose to lose its whimsical re- 
putation ax long as there is a native left with- 
in the borders of the Sunflower Slate. Last 
year the citizens of Topeka created a sensa- 
tion throughout the country by having a cig- 
arette girl brought in a special car to be the 
queen of Labor, at the toilers' celebration.

Suffering at MonUuk Point 


William H. J. Wilson went last week to 


Montauk Point to aid the Bed Cross Society 
in nursing back to life and health the United 
States soldiers who suffered from the effects 
of the deadly Southern climate. 
In a letter 


to his father in Bristol he tells of the awful 
neglect and suffering at that,.point. Through 
the courtesy of Mr. Wilson, we are permit- 
ted to print, for the benefit of our readers, 
the letter received from bis aon: 


I Camp Wycoff, Detention Camp, 
\ 
Montauk Point. 


Air William Wilson, Bristol, I'a. 


Dear Father:—As I am not able to sleep I 


shall try and send you a few Hues. We left 
Long Island City at 8.20 a. m. and arrived 
at MonUuk Point at 12.20 p. m. tired and 
hungry. In the depot I met Dr. LeCompt, 
of Laughorne, who is a frieud of Sullic. He 
was hired as contract surgeon aud as we 
were bound for the same place we kept to- 
gether. There were 23 in our party, 18 lad- 
ies and 5 gentlemen. When we got to camp, 
that is the general hospital, everything was 
in confusion, and the officer in charge was 
very glad to see us, and so were the boys. 


Betore accepting us Mr. Towuscnd, who 


has charge, told us that lie was compelled to 
send G nurses home because they were not 
willing to put up with the rough life, and 
after he gave us the description the camp 
was in, which was not a very glowing one, 
us I have found out since, he gave us the 
privilege of staying or returning home bo- 
lore he left the station, but I told him that 
if he didn't iasist on me eating butter and 
drinking milk I was Ins man, and he said 
"You will do," and the rest joined me. Af- 
ter we got up to camp we fooled around un- 
til 4 o'clock, when the order came that the 
men nursei) should be sent to the quarantine 
camp, where Dr. Major Winter has control. 
One of the men backed out going, and they 
kept him at the general hospital; the rest of 
us went 
Dr. LeCompt went with us, and I 


was put OH hib staff. 
We also have our tent 


together. Dr. Winters told us that we would 
find eveiything in a deplorable state, which 
we did. It would make your heart ache to 
hear them crying for food and water. About 
5 p. m. Dr. Winters told us that we had bet- 
ter take it easy tor the first night, and go to 
bed and rest, for he thought we were too 
tired to nurse, whioh I was, but just as we 
were getting into bed Dr. Winters came to 
the tent and called Dr. LeCompt out for 
night duty, aud one nurse. I was the one 
tuat volunteered. 
"We had twenty tents on 


our avenue with 6 and 8 men to a tent, mak- 
ing about 130, all sick with the fever, and 
all crying for a nurse at the same time. The 
boys are in a fearfully dirty condition. They 
have not had a wash or changed their clothes 
since they left Santiago. After the doctor 
and I made our first lound we had then to 
commence over agaiu, and treat them. 
I 


gave two men sponge baths besides helpjug 
with an operation. It took me until 3 a m. 
before I got the 130 men satisfied, then the 
doctor aud I sat out on the ground in the 
log and ram wailing for the orderlyMo call 
ine at any moment. It kept me busy until 
9 30 a. in., when I turned in to get some 
sleep, but no sleep for me, as I had to get 
up again before 11 o'clock. 


Our meals are of the coarsest kind, nolh- 


Wlut't th« Matter With Bristol}

this fact is only known at home. Our record 
abroad is bad. "What! Buy a piece of 
property in Bristol! Malarial Bristoli No, 
no, we are acquainted with its reputation of 
old aud would prefer to locate almost any- 
where else.'' 


The matter with Bristol is (with but few 


exceptions) in the indifference of its own 
people. They are not wide awake to its best 
interests. They suffer derogatory remarks 
to be mado about it without taking the 
trouble to contradict them or to argue to the 
contrary. 
They permit the malaria buga- 


boo to stand, knowing themselves that it was 
exploded long since, reeling content with the 
self-knowledge, spending neither time nor 
energy in publishing the facts where they 
would do the most good. They do not take 
occasion, aa they should, to set forth to the 
best of their ability the many superior ad- 
vantages we possess. 


Bristol is all right, it is a good town to 


live in. 
Talk it up wherever you go. There 


is nothing to be concealed. The truth only 
needs to be set forth. We want neither more 
nor less,

he wished to God he had more like us. 


That was a good deal to say for this camp. 


Can you send me my rubbers. They are in 
the closet in my room. Send them in care 
of Dr. Winters, Detention Camp, Camp Wy- 
coff, Montauk Point, for Nurse Wilson. One 
of the sick boys let me have his mackintosh 
during the ram.

None but Republi- 
cans can defeat Republican candidates 
ID this elate, and a Democratic candi- 
date, at tlie beginning of a hopeful caa- 
dldaoy, must somehow appeal to a cer- 
tain element of the dominant party. 
This Pattlson was cunning enough to 
do In 1«62 and In 1890, and this Mr. 
Jonke, with all his skill and experience

lowing words: 
"I have read Mr. Jenks' speech of ac- 


captanoe with much interest naturally. 
Kv»n If it had no relation to the cam- 
paign, I should have been Interested, 
became his reputation as an adroit and 
•klllful lawyer, cunning before a Jury 
In making the best possible plea In the 
face of adverse evidence, Is celebrated 
'wherever he Is known. His Bedford 
speech Is worthy of his reputation. 
Bt skillfully avoids specific statements. 
.The word 'Democratic' does not ap- 
pear In it at all, and the word 'Repub- 
lican' only once, and to one who reads 
'It without thinking the impression 
might be conveyed that both these par- 
ties had in some miraculous manner 
S>«en swept beyond the borders of the 
•tale. 
"The fatal weakness of his speech Is 


not In the pleader, but In the case. He 
probably put It as shrewdly as any- 
body could. But when even the most 
cunning master of language Is forced 
to appear as the hopeless spokesman 
of a party which has no record in pub- 
lic affairs to point to, and a record In 
national affairs which It Is compelled 
to point nway'from, he Is at a great 
disadvantage.

Sensible Arrangement. 


TVhat Sir Daniel Lysons believes to 


have been the first case of a settlement 
of an "affair of honor" on the Dnke of 
.Wellington's plan is described by him 
in his "EarlyReminicences." It occur 
red in Halifax about the middle of the 
present century: 


One day Captain Evans came to me 


boiling over with wrath and indigna- 
tion. He said he bad bean grossly in- 
sulted by Captain Haryay, the govern- 
or's son, and begged me to act as his 
friend. I agreed, provided he promised 
to do exactly as I told him. He con- 
sented. 


I called on Captain Harvey's friend, 


Captain Bonrke, and:we agreed to abide 
by the Dnke of Wellington's order about 
dueling, which had just then been 
promulgated at Halifax. 


We carried out our intention'as "fol- 


lows: "We made each of our principals 
write out his own version of what had 
occurred. We then chose an umpire. 
We selected Colonel Horn of the Twen- 
tieth regiment, a clear headed and much 
respected officer. With his approval we 
sent him the two statements, and ho 
directed us to come to his house the fol- 
lowing morning with onr principals. 


At the appointed time we arrived and 


were shown into the dining room. We 
bowed formally to each other across the 
table and awaited the appearance of onr 
referee. Colonel Horn soon entered, and, 
addressing onr principals, said: 


"Gentlemen, in the first place, I must 


thank you for having made my duty so 
light. Nothing could be more open, 
generous or gentlemanlike than your 
statements. The best advice I can give 
you ia that yon shake hands and forget 
that the occurrence has ever happened.'' 


They at once walked up to each other

The missionaries added a thirteenth, t, 
bnt the natives won't have it, and con- 
tinue to pronounce, for instance, the 
name of the root from which poi is 
made "kara," although the mission- 
aries have it"" tara.' Every vowel in a 
word is distinctly Bounded, except that 
the vowels "ai" are sounded "i," as in 
English. Waikiki, the beach in Hono- 
lulu, Is properly pronounced "Vi- 
keekee." There is a great difference in 
the speech of the high and low caste 
natives. The first call their island 
group "Ha-va-ee-ee," and the latter be- 
gin it all right with "Ha," but con- 
clude with a guttural grunt, and the 
w,ord heard most, "Aloha, "sounds soft 
and beautiful on the lips of the first, 
but is a lazy, good natured grunt as the 
latter speak it. 


Aloha ia in their limited vocabulary 


at once a greeting and farewell, a form- 
al expression of regard and of deep 
love. In the latter case it is increased 
in warmth and depth of meaning by 
modifying adjectives annexed instead 
of prefixed, as "Aloha nui," "Aloha 
nuiloa," or even "Aloha nui loa kea!" 
—and then it is time to speak to papa.
